The entire mold of the Kathy Hunter 
incidant is conspirator al: No independent, relatively unknown journal- . 
ist from a small town, travelling thousands of miles away and with no news 
agency on the scane would provoke an instant madia blitz of false publi- 
city and smears if it were not conspiratorial. But it is past time that 
somathing is done to bring this to light and deal with it. 


Thousands cf people are concerned. Over 3,000 people in this area 
aicna have signed a petition to President Carter and other governmental 
leaders protesting the continuing harssmant of the Pecples Temple work, 
which was recently sent to Washington, and move signatures are on the 
way from other ereas. There are tens of thousands more across the coun ‘ 
(Due to the expenses of maintaining our human service werk and free medical 
clinic in Guyana, we are unable to send you @ personal copy at this time.) 
Net only are people upset that Rav. Jim Jones and Peoples Temple are 
undar attack, when they hava done so much to alleviate the hardcore urban 
problems of unamploymant, crime, and drug abuse, but there are obviously 
efforts to undermine U.S. -Caribbean relations. The American pecple are - 
tired of the kind of tactics for which the CIA has gainad us an wifortu~ 


nata. coeueaeee in so many areas of the world in days past. It is about 
time it ended. 


The other side has yet to be eis eee it takes no trickery or deceit 
to de. it, just direct, factual news reporting. A prominent United Method~ 
ist minister and his wife just returned from visiting their adult daugh- 
tere and grandchild in ee and brought back glowing reports which 
they shared with the news media in a press conference. Their reports 
were almost entirely blocked out, in favor of more smears relating to 
Kathy Hunter. It is a misfortune and a great ioss that there is so iittle 
interest in good, even spectacular news. The Jonestown community in Guyéna 
could be an enormous asset to the United States, a bulwark of ene 
nant and friendship to underdeveloped nations. 


I am enclosing information for your interest —- a ieee which re-. 
counts and documents the nature of the recent smears. A Srochure of ra- 
sponses of visitors to Jonestown, including numerous prominent officials, 
is being prepared and will be mailed to you soon. You can judge for - . 
yourself the blatant contrast between the two and its significance. l" 


We remain appalled and concerned, and commend the issue again to cur 
‘national leadars.

The eSouied Tempis ede Project was initiated by Rev. Jim Jones in December cf 1973. He 
conceived of the project in Orde? to asst the Guyanese Government in a small mesture, to feed, clothe, 
and house its people, end at the same time to further the human service goals that have charsctecized 
Pocples Temri¢ for many years. ‘The government allotted 3,824 scres in the North West District near Port _ 

_ Kaituma to. the project. In October of 1974 the first ground was cleared — « 30 acre pict that fell by hand 
and by machine. near the spot where 11 were housed in 2 back cottage. 

Hundreds of acres are now cleared snd undef cultivation, md hou’}™=.for nearly a thousand people 
had been constructed, the last of the iousing being constructed with ous'own pre-fabricated siding. The

MAJOR CROPS 


Maior ops include the ditter and sweet Cassava, sweet potatoes. edidoes, papaya and dasheen. Hers: 
art brief descmptions of our experiences with some of these:’ 


Eddoes: . This has been one of our majyr crops from the start. We eat doth the tubers and the 
greens. We had to clear the onginal pianting site, which was thick jungle. The felled trees were left fora 
burn. and the first eddoes were planted between the burnt Joys. We are now planting in well-prepared beds. 
200 feet long, 2 feet apart. with good drainage ditches. Shells, TSP. and potash are applied Sor fertilizer. 
We are weeding frequently. and expect 3 very good cmyp this season. 


Smeet potatoes: Sweet potatoes. planted last May, are currentry under cultivation. Sased on our pre-. 


“ious experience. we are planting in “eds. using drainage ditches. and fertilizing with TSP. potash. and 
urra. We are dipping the slips in ald:.:: before planting for worm control. Our last vield was 2 toms per 
acre. and we're hoping to top that with the current planting. Oer second planting. in 1975. produced 


potatoes weighing if and [2 pounds. Since our crop of “better potatoes” was very fibrous. we are 
growing only sweet potatoes and vams at. this tme. 


Beli yarns: The first and second yam crops did snort do very well. The thid pianting wes therefore 
done in veryorich sou. built up. and the Current vines look very healthy. 


Casseva precessing: We are temporarily mulling cassava in a mill designed sy our workers. using 
materiais we had around the project site. Once it isset up we will take our cassava to the sovernment mill 
at Port Kajfuma. We can gratz 100: pounds of cassava in about three minutes using this homemade mill. 

We collect birter cassava from the field in open, 30 gallon drums, and wash them in the trailer wagon 
througit the jostling actiom on the way to the mill. The grater is a heary tebie, 3’ x 8%. with a hele $2" 
x 14" in the middle. Twe iron pulleys welded together work the erater. The grater blade is made with 5 
ial three-cornered file. sharpened. to make a smail hole at half-inch intervals, with each row off-set to the 
fast. We use a Shp ekectric motor to ‘turn the grater. One person puts the cassava in the grater, ang another 
uses a Cassava moot to push the cassava against the grater. 

Grated cassava comes through the bottom of the mill into a tub lined with a plastic feed bag. This 
is then lifted to the press, which consists of two heavy truck wheel rms: 21" in diameter. with a solid 
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“pottom, excep: for a 2” hale for the juice to escape. Cassava is pressed against the sides of & cylinder 
which has slits cut abour 4" apart and 6" in length. In the bottom is 2 set of § ribs, made cf crab wood, 
2" square with spacing to match On these sibs is slaced a lead cylinder te give better pressing effect. 

The pressing plate is applied using a iG-ron hydraulic jack. It is set against a press frarme made of wood 
timber. The cassava water drains into buckets and sts for about 3C minures to let the starch settle “ra 
the beriom. The water is poured off into ccoking vets end then boiled slowly for a few hours. It is 
strained ithrcugh cheesecioth, them slowly Deiled agzin until cooked down to a heavy symp called cassarcep. 
This is used in cooking 2s flavoring. The starch is aiso used in cooking, =nd to starch clothes. 

The pressed casrzva is put back threugh the grater and ground again, then dried on the floor. It is 
now about 40% of its original weight, and is mixed into pig feed. About 1,000 pounds of cassava pro- 
duces 1}700z. of cassareep; 100 pounds of casseva will meke 50 cassave oreads. 18" in diameter. 

We heve grated and pressed sweet potztoes by the same process as the casseva, producing a substance 
slightly sweeter than cassareep. We dried the processed potato. Some of the Guyanese have used it for 
pomidgs. which they said was very gocd. We have also produced a sweet potato flour which, mixed with 
eggs anc fried in small cakes, has a meat-like Qavor. It could casily be used as a meat stretcher. It can 
also be stored for periods of time in this flour ctate. 


GARDEN CROPS 


In addition to the major crops, we grow all the vegetables we need for the settlers, including cucum- 
bers, bora beans, cabbage, lettuce, and others. They are all domng well. 


ERUTT ORCHARD 

We are developing 2 fruit orchard inchiding many fruit trees native to Guyana. The trees are healthy 
and bearing well, though the fruits are still small because the trees are young. Our citrus orchard includes 
about 3,500 to 4,000 trees. We am also growing extremely healthy. fast-growing cashew trees. 


Pineapples: Pineapples are thriving alongside the road icading into Jonestown. Because suckers were 
not available at the time of our first planting, we planted tops which we collected wherever we could find 
them. From our first crop we planted 600 suckers. Being large in size, these suckers quickly produced, 
but the fruit was small. We ere now planting only small suckers cr tops, which will delay the fruir for a 
year or tvo, bet should produce larger sized pineapples. A third crop of 1,000 suckers was plented, and 
another crop of 1,000 is ready. We expect to produce beyond our own need in the near future. 


Bananas: We are harvesting an average of 2,000 pounds of bananas cach month. We first planted 
approximately 3,500 banana suckers in 2 mile stretch alongside the road into Jonestown. We discovered 
that plantings done in the rainy season did not come up, and only thow planted in windrows wouid fast. 
We have not used an insecticide to date, relying instead on ash from the burning and rotting wood to 
reduce the incidence cf insects. This combination has also served to fertilize, so we have added fertilizer on 
ly once in nearly three years. Three delicious varieties of banana are bearing: apple, cayarine, 2nd fig. plus 
plantain. A propagation field has been developed for rapid growth of suckers. We have started 2 few 
dwarf cayanne trees and five black banana suckers. 


EXPERIMENTING 


Experiments with garden crops are conducted to test non-commercial fertitizers, utilizing ingredients 
“produced” at the project.site. Onioss, and some legumes such as mung beans. are examples of crops 
under experimental cultivation. We are also growing coffee. Sea shell, manure, and compost are distribuy 
ted on one acre plots in 2 ton, 4 ton, and 6 ton quantities. Results show how much fertilizer is needed for 
best growing conditions. Long garden rows are measurcd for best propertion to the acre. 

Generally, expenence has shown that cultivars are acclimating, growing stronger with each crop. For 
example, the star-leaf sweet potato took seven months to harvest the first time it was planted. The last 
crop was ready for harvest in only 3~—4 months, and some, the size of medium-sized grapefruit, were ready 
in 2 months. 
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Cutless Seams: In the face of warnings from some local people thar the cutlass bean would make 
people sick. we have successfully cultivated it and turned it into Gelicious foodstuffs. The government 
analysis station in Georgetown reported if was 2 good source of protein. We aiso use it for stock and 
animal feed and green manure. If we have enough seeds. we roast them for excellent snacks. The vine. 
which is also high in orotein. is used for.animals only at this time, but we expect to develop recipes using 
it. for the sertiers as well. Ite excellent qualities were discovered when sameone “tock a chance” and ate it. 


It is a particularly valuable crop because it will grow anywhere. any time, end in any weather. requiring 
only one weeding und litle fertilirer. 


A HOME MADE PLANTER 


Using odds and ends from around the project site, like bicycle zprockets and chain. we created 4 
mechanical planter that enabied us to plant 5 acres m an Shour day. We have since then converted aur 
spring-tvoth cultivazor mto a planter that covered the 5 acres in 3% hours, using one driver and four other 
people. This job previously took 20-60 workers 3 to 5 days to complete. 

Here's how we did it: We reset the cultivator tines to match the furrows made Sy the wheel. Then we 
made a seat of boards that sits cn top of the cultivator, large enough to hold four people at one time. 
Three-foot hoses are connected to the tines at one end, and tc funnels made with cut-off plastic bleach 
botties ar the other end. The seeds are dropped through the funselis and the hoses to 2 pan set on the fines, 





from which they are dropped to the furrows. Another tine then follows to cover the furrows. The planter 


addition can be removed in one oiece when the cultivator is needed for its usual purpese. 


We similarly fashioned a homemade corn shaker, using wooden frames with mesh screens to shake 
the com so we can clean out broken pieces of cob.

BUSH TEA r 


We heave been introduced to many bush teas by the Amerindians The list consists of Sarsxparills, 
Cupa, Locust Bark, Rose of the Mountain Bark, end Copadula. We started out making it 2s time permitted. 
Now, we substitute it for regular iced tes at sepper. We add suger and mint to taste, and we've found that 
it is good for the back and also cs 2 diuretic. 


WINDROQW PLANTING 
We have found tha? many things grow well in windrows. The oniy drawback is the control of weeds. 


As suggesced by Guyanese, we grow watermelons, tomatoes, squash, hot peppers, cucumbers and papayas. 
weeded.

“Papaya plaxtimg: To date, we have had the best result: with pepayes when they are planted in 


windrows. We will continue to-plant in the windrows, but we are presently experimenting by interplanting 
with the eddoes. (These are eddoes without germinstion.) We will uy orchard plasting soon. We have 
found that manure belps to bring more and bigger frnit. ; 


o Asparagus: Our asparagus hes been growing here for over two years. We got one seed to grow from s 
. package and then the roots muttiplied up to 36. We finally got some of our own seeds to grow and we now 
have 140 new plants started, The'aciult asparagus is growing the size of sn ordinz:; mras's middie finger. 

Celery: We have been getting some medium-sized stalks so fer. We are now preparing a seven-row flat 


Zi. erea, with heavy organic matter. We will flood this area with water nvott of the time. This should give us 
normal-sized stalks. 


Lge-plants, or Boulangers: Boulengers have been a good supply of food. The plant has to be fertilized 
every two weeks with potash end ures We are also trying to breed our own type of boulanges because we 
have 2 more difficult time getting seed to reproduce in kind. We prefer the local variety. i 


Experiment; with beans: We have 2 bean program aimed at finding out which kinds grow well here, 
and which type grow well in wet or dry seasons. Bora beans do very weil in either wet cr dry seasons. 
The exception is the herd bora bean, which still grows weil in wet or dry seasons, but doesn't produce 

. during the wet season. 
We have found 2 black bean which is both a snep been and a dry besn, which grows very’ well during 
= the rainy sezaon. We are now. experimenting with the Winged bean. The Pinto bean grows wail ere, in the 
: normal growing seasons. It is a very good eating bean. The Blackeye acid Kidney beans are handied by the 
main farm crew.

The nursery was started by gathering all the seeds, seedlings. small trees and piants that we could 
obiain in the North West region. Some of the seeds for fruits were started from purchased fruits. At our 
first opportunity. in Georgetown. we collected many more varieties. both smal] trees and cuttings. We have 
gradually added new types of fruit trees to the List. We built a nursery building to cut down on the amount 
of sun on young trees. We built waist-high tables to keep the young trees in an organized manner. 


POTTING SOIL PREPARATION 


We used pen manure mixed with shell and the rotted wood. We also added any other organic matter 
we sould find. plus a little TSP plus some topsoil. This was the mix we used for the pots. Just before the 
trees became rootbound, we planted them our in the ground. (We had cleared the land previously. in 
preparation for the young piantings.) The area around the nursery which has been used for an orchard. 
was pianted in five different sections as clearing proceeded and as plants came of age for transplanting. We 
still use sections of the nursery to propagate sugar cane, bananas, and citrus fruits. as well as pineapples. 


The total area covers five acres. and many of the trees are now bearing fruit. Here are the trees and 
flowers now growing in our nursery:

Curriculum includes learning the use of table 
utensils. cledniiqaas and health hebits, number concepts, naming quantities, alphabet recognition. and dance 
routines with sducaional themes, Learning tools include manipulative toys. puzzies, individual chalk- 
boards. and mivor and perceptual motor facilities in the piay yard to be described later. 


ELEMENTARY EDUCATION |_ : 


At present the Jonestown School includes grades | through 7. Ciasses are not organized by grade or 
age. but rather by ability... The child can progress as rapidly 4s he/she desires and is advanced to a higher 
ability grouping when the reacher determines that the child is able to perform with the next ability 
grouping. For example, we now have an cight-year-old child working on a level equivalent to that of two 
thirteen-year-old students. 

The groupings currsntiy in use are: pre-reading, elementary reading skills and moderate competency. 
and those with moderates to weil-developed reading skills. However, reading skills are not exclusive. A 
basic phonetic approach: is started. accompanied by auditory training. The goal initially is to shift empha- 
sis from phonetic analysis ta-sight reading as soon as phonetic analysis campetency is achieved. Aliso, 





. struchiral analysis, eonfi iguzation and content skills are taught. At lecs advanced levels perceptual skills 


are stressed: ‘isual. audio, tactiie, motor and perceptual-motor skills which are fundamental to academic 
skills. : 

The schoal euereuluss presently includes: ‘language arts, receptive 2nd expressive language which 
inchides reacing. writing. spelling and composition skills. mathematics, physical and“sarth science. social 
science (with emphasis.on Guyanese history and culture). political science. and arts. crafts and music. 

An emphasis is placed cn development of educational games. activities. and materials utilizing mater- 
ials indigenous to this area and paxts of discarded objects. For example, many games, puzzles. and activities 
have been developed aane local: woods.

Centrai to the use of | 
all equipment is the emphasis on cooperatioa rather than competitive vaiues on the playground. Children 
are encouraged to help each other; m performing vicious tasks on the playground. 


THE WORK-STUDY CONCEPT 


Students are involved in more than just “school” work in Jonestown. They are actively involved in the 
development and maintenance of Jonestown. Each child is required with help to care for his/her clothing, 
bedding, and living spate and to participate in cleaning activities including domestic and yard and grounds 
care. Children even take some responsibility for maintenance of flower and plant beds and lawn care. 

Also, on a merit basis, good workers are allowed to participate in the numerous work projects under- 
way. Those who become conscientious, productive workers are frequently given the privilege of tsaisting 
with special projects. indeed, ie Play ound was one Sictiiyryect Students helped collect, carry, de~ a

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Medical F. acility 


In Jonestown we are in the process of developing an efficient medical clinic. We presently have a 
dovtor and two licensed medical practitioners. one in neuro-surgical specizlty and the other in pediatrics. 
We also have Sit registered nurses and 2 doctor of pharmacology with experience in teaching. - 

Preventive medical care is emphasized. Physical examinations are given each 6 months to everyone 
in Jonestown with special attention to bimonthiy weil-baby checkups. pre-zatal care and follow-up for 
those with chronic diseases such as disbetes meilitus and epilepsy. A dietician supervises the kitchen aided 
by one of the registered nurses who prepares herpes sie and maintains 2 high nutritional standard 
in the meals served, 

Therzpeutic vitamins are provided for ail of the loca children who were malnourished before coming 
to Jonestown. Those with anemic disorders have been treated with supplemental iron prerartion: Such 
treatment has beeti effective in treating many of the children of this area. 

Our clinic is becoming well-stocked and we art prepared at al} times to give first aid. 


Communal Kitchen 


One of the firsz buildings one soes when traveling up the road to Jonestown is the alypurpose kitchen

Food is stocked to the maximum with edibies from ali 
the basic food groups including mests and proteins, starches and aif varieties of succulent fruits.and veg- 
etables. Our kitchen has an ice-making unit: two cooking stoves (gas and kerosene) and 2 large, triple — 
sectioned sink. Water:comes from a hand-dug well that never funs dry all year long. It provides water 
for cooking. drinking, cleaning. iaundry. and bathing for all Jonestown facilities. - : 

The frotit wall of the kitchen is a full length serving counter having large removable partitions which 
can be raised or lowered at the servers’ convenience to allow food to be served while reducing the entrance 
of insects to the kitchen itself. Such Secnne allows for ‘the entrance of bright and healthy sunlight, 
“while maintaining sanitation Standards. 

A large work table is secured-in the middle of the floor under which airtight, water-resistant drums 
contain sugaf. Oil, various. srains, and. four. Heavy duty pots of all sizes hang from the center ceiling. 
A large variety Of kitchen ut are stocked. in the kitchen (including knives made in our metal workshop.

A large- Giiyanese-style. wood oven is used for our massive bread-baking during the drier season.

Many lunches are pre-made for workers and are distributed at breakfast time. The buik of lunches 
utilize sondwiches made of cutiass bean patty. fish patty. peanut butter. egg salad. fried egg. eggplant, or 
pork meat products. Nuts. fruits, pastries or cookies are added as desserts. These are eaten at sheltered 
spots right on the work site. Seniors and children are served a hot meal in the communal! dining room. 

The kitchen also works closely with the nursing department to prepare calerie-rich. nourishing snacks 
and drinks in the mid-morning and mid-afternoon for children and underweight individuals. Those who are 
overweight are encouraged to take advantage of low-calorie meals, especizily dished up by our medical staff. 

Our cooking staff is comprised of an RN (who once managed an Italian restaurant), and a number of 
expetienced individuals of all ages and the menu planning reflects their various cultural: and ethnic back- 


grounds, as weil 28 incorporating all local foods and products they have absorbed from the Amerindian 


adaptation of Jocal products.

im & Quiet, efficient manner. The dishes are cold-water ninsed, washed and stacked, then washed in 2 soapy 
detergent with bleach and beiling water, and put away.

The Northwest Region sf Guyane has a tropical climate, bue it’s vesmckahiy. 
‘ucprisingly pleasant, tempered by trada winds. Evan in the rainy ecasons, 
there is no wore than eve hours of rain 4 day. Though not a day goces by with- 
cut sunshine, thanks to the trades and the 40-50% clevd cover, the heat is 
fewer oppressive. Nights are in the upper 60's, cool enough for a light jacket. 
' 1 couldn‘t begin to describe the nstural beavty of the wilderness, the stili~ 
ness that you can almost hear. The preple in the capitel (Georgetown, about 
200 wiles away), actually call this part of the world “paradise.” 


The community I live in is lecared on one of the werld's last frontiers: the 
tropical forasts uear tho Venezuelia-Guyanes border. Here, on several thowand 
acres of virgin jungle allocted by the Guyana ernment in 1973, « group of 
Anericara bas been building an agricultural project. Already over a thousand 
acres have been converted into ctopiand and pasture. Bananas, cagfava, pernuts, 
rice, vegetables, and beans of wany varieties are being cultiveted. Plus: 
chickens, pigs, cattle, goats, ducks and rabbits. The community is the site 

of -extcnsive experimentstion with the aim of develeping.a continyounly-c rapped 
and varied array of foodstuffs that wili act only Feed Acs nearly 1,000 reat- 
gents, but will help boost ‘the productivity of che. surrounding region. . 


Perhaps more renarkable than the hundreds and hundreds: of acres of. tropical

Congressman Leo Ryan (D-California) had traveled to Guyana 
to investigate allegations by relatives that some members 
of the Peoples Temple Community were being held against their 
will.

He was 
also accompanied by the Deputy CHief of Mission at our 
Embassy in Georgetown, and by Mark. Lane and another attorney 
who are counsel for the Peoples Temple.

In the course of five separate visits to 
Jonestown, Consular Officers checked out specific alie~ 
gations of mistreatment which had been received in more 
than 50 cases. To my Knowledge, every specific allega- 
tion attached to a specific individual which was 
received by the Department or the Embassy was checked by 
interviewing the supposed victims. In no case did the 
supposed victims confirm the allegations. 


Im addition, the Consular Officers did what 
they could to confirm or refute ‘the general charges that 
had appeared in the oress and elsewhere about conditions 
in Jonestown through their own observationg and by con~ 
Sulting with their opposite numbers in Guyanese law 
enforcement agencies.
